ſtrikes us in the following beautiful comment. Enter not 
« into judgment; i. e. the ſeverity of judgment, with thy 
« ſervant, O Lord, — for, in thy fight ; which is all piercing, 
and can ſpy the ſmalleſt blemiſh, ſhall no man living be 
“ juſtified, No man on earth; no, not the beſt, ſhall be 
« found perfe&, or ſufficiently pure, to ſtand the examina» 
'« tion of the eye of Purity itſelf.” 
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| Dearly beloved Brethren ! — The Scrip= 
ture moveth us, in ſundry places, to acknow+

— The 
words that compoſe this ſentence, by being crouded toge- 
ther, loſe a conſiderable portion of their perſpicuity and 
weight ; but read as above, the different parts of each mem- 
ber of the ſentence, and their reference to each other, ard 
diſtindly pointed out. Being penitent, is the condition upon 
which thoſe terms are to be granted. How ſtrongly, there» 
fore, ſhould be marked words of ſuch importance! 


20 He, pardoneth.— Here again we have an inſtance dk 
chat levity with which the Almighty is too often mentioned. 
Surely we cannot dwell with too much ſolemnity on the re- 
tative, Which ſtarts for his names

repent, and unfeignedly believe his holy Goſpel. 
Wherefore let us BEsEECH him, to grant 26, 
true repentance, and his hoy ſpirit ; that thoſe

Phaſis on © heaven,” and the voice ſomewhat raiſed,

caſe, when Chriſt begins his reign. The meaning of the ern. 
is the ſame as if it were written, May thy kingdom come; 
but the word, © may,” being underſtood, its place ſhould be 
ſupplied by a ſmall pauſe before the word, i* come,” — © thy 
kingdom, come; and after a due pauſe, to let ſo ſolemn a 
wiſh make its proper impreſſion, the reaſon of this wiſh, i. e. 
in order that the will of God may be done on earth, as it is in 
heaven, ſhould be diſtinctly pointed out by a ſmall pauſe before 
the words, &* on earth,“ and © in heaven,“ with the emphaſis 
on the word, © be,“ and a pauſe before it, to correſpond 
with the pauſe and emphaſis, before, 1 on, the word, 
« come ;” may, being here underſtood, as in the former caſe; 
May thy kingdom, come ; may thy will be done ; and upon 
the abſence of that optative, the emphaſis, 1 in order to ſupply 
its place, ſhould be transferred to the auxillary 1 verb, “ be,!“ 
as it is in all other caſes, By reading it in the uſual way, 
tbeſe two ſentences are rendered utterly independent of each 
other : Whereas, in the way juſt pointed out, the latter is 
the conſequence of, and cloſely connected with, the former.

25 And forgive us, our treſpaſſes, as we, forgive them, that 
treſpaſs againſt us. There are ſo many faults committed in the 
general manner of reading this ſentence, that to enter into a 
minute examination of them, would take up too much time 
unneceſſarily ; as the the bare reading of it, in the right 
manner, will carry conviction with it, and needs no other 
comment, But it may be proper here, however, to ſhew 
the neceſlity there is, for laying a ſtrong emphaſis on the 
word, “ as,” which is generally very lightly paſſed over; 
becauſe that particle, implies the very condition on which 
we expect forgiveneſs of ourſclves; i. e. in like manner as 
we grant it to others, There is likewiſe another fault com- 
mitted in reading this ſentence, in removing the accent from
